ing ordinary city processes and for 
so-called capital improvements. 
Whether it is the proper solution 
for the stringent budgeting, we are 
not prepared to answer. 


Th* city sales tax is the news 


of the year in city government 
circles. That's why we've been 
bearing heavily on the news of 
what other cities have been do- 
Ing about it. We don't want that 
emphasis to be construed as an 
endorsement of the sales tax by 
this newspaper. 
* * * 


Mayor William Slothower has de- 


clared himself 
against the city 


sales tax. The mayor, notably a 
pincBpehny when it comes to spend- 
ing a municipal buck, sees a bal- 
anced budget without use of th« 
gales tax, but admitted that the 
city could use the additional reve- 
nue. 


Xh« mayor is quite aware that 


the imposition of the sales tax 
requires some serious thought. 
How woold it affect his city's 
businessmen? 
Would they be 


placed at a disadvantage with 
other cities in the immediate 
area where the sales tajc was not 
ia effect? 


While one could properly argue 


that the "small item" merchant 
is collecting a three-cent rate al- 
ready, how about the 
"heavy- 


goods" business, such as automo- 
biles and farm implements, where 
the tax is applied on two or three 
thousand dollar items and a half 
of a per cent markup means S10 or 
$15 more on the sales price? 


.Perhaps the greatest danger 


lies in the psychological realm. 
Cities minus the sales tax imped- 
iment, could shout to high heav- 
en about their city tax-less shop- 
ping center. A municipal tax 
should not work to the disadvan- 
tage of our merchant*. They're 
innocent. 


* * * 
It has been proposed in the La- 


Salle, Peru, Oglesby, Spring Val- 
ley area that the cities coordinate 
their ordinances and apply the 
sales tax 
simultaneously. 
That 


would erase, some claim, the dis- 
advantage the sales tax would im- 
pose on any city that would be the 
leader in the sales tax issue. Per- 
haps the same sort of "truce 
could be worked out in local cities ' 
should the overpowering need for j 
additional revenue be . evidenced 
by ail.

Of course, what the sales tax 


and the parking meter fines both 
illustrate, is the eminent unfair- 
ness of a tax on "doing business" 
in one community or another. 


It illustrates the need for the 


government to get out of the 
pocketbooks 
of 
the 
ordinary 


shopper.

located, told Coroner Robert Pres- 
ton, Dixon, that he discovered 
Countryman's auto near the pit 
this morning. Since it contained 
the youth's clothes, he surmised 
that the youth might have drown - 
ed. He notified the Lee county 
sheriff's office. The body was lo- 
cated in eight feet of water about 
10 a.m. today. 


The gravel pit is located about 


three miles east and two miles 
south of Steward in Alto township. 
It is a popular spot fa/ bathers.

President Says Release Is 
Cause for Relief and Joy 


Families 
May Fly to 
Far East 


Dulles Won't Talk 
About Possible 
Effects at Geneva 


WASHINGTON (ZP)—Presii 


dent Eisenhower said today 
Red China's 
announcement 


that 11 American airmen are 
to be released is a cause for 
nationwide relief and joy. 


The White House issued a state- 


ment by the President less than 
an hour after Peiping'radio broad- 
cast word that the imprisoned 
fliers had been ordered freed. 


Press Secretary James C. Hag- 


erty said the government had re- 
ceived advance word, early this 
morning, from the British military 
attache at Peiping that the an- 
nouncement might be forth coming. 


Eisenhowers statement^said.: - 
"The entire country will feel a 


sense of relief and hail with joy the 
announcement that the 11 United 
States ail-men held in Communist 
China since 1953 are at last to be 
released. 


Thinks of Families 


"Our first thoughts go to the 


men and their families who have 
been separated for so long. The 
government will use every appro- 
priate facility to insure the speedy 
reunion of these families. 


"The U n i t e d States extends 


thanks to all who have contributed 
to this humanitarian result, partic- 
ularly to the United Nations and its 
secretary general, who actively 
sought this result on behalf of the 
United Nations command in which 
these 11 fliers served." 


The U.N. secretary, Dag Ham- 


marskjold, made a trip to Red 
China earlier this year in an effort 
to get the fliers released and has 
i>een contniuing to seek their re- 
ease in negotiations through diplo- 
matic channels. 


Hagerty said there has not been 


time to work out details of how the 
airmen will be reunited with their 
families. He added, however, he 
expected the Air Force would fly 
relatives at least part way to the 
Far East, a.s was done in the case 
of four airmen released previously.

The purchase was made by the 


Ottawa Publishing Co., which was 
organized to work out the deal. 
The corporation's officers are the 
same as those of the Kankakee 
Daily Journal Co.: Leslie C. Small, 
president; his sons, Len H. Small 
and Burrell L. Small, vice-presi- 
dents, and Arthur L. Beckman, 
secretary-treasurer. 


The sellers were the heirs of 


Fred A. Sapp. publisher of the Ot- 
tawa daily for 39 years. He died 
May 3. The Sapp family founded 
the paper 84 years ago. Its pres- 
ent circulation is 12.300 in a city 
of 20,000 population, seat of La- 
Salle Countv.

has ordered 44,000 Russian occupation troops to leave Aus- 
tria by Oct. 1—a month ahead of their deadline. 


Marshal Zhukov. wartime friend

nounced the decision in an order 
of the day Sunday. He also sftid 
Russia's huge armed forces would 
be reduced by the number pulled 
out of Austria, in keeping with a 
Soviet proposal at the summit con- 
ference that all four occupation 
powers cut their forces by the 
number; evacuated from Austria. 


Move Fa'iit 


The Russian order came just 


four days after the effective date 
of 
the 
Austrian 
Independence 


Treaty. Under that pact, all four 
occupying 
powers—the 
United 


States, Britain. France, and Rus- 
sia—are required to removed their 
troops within 90 days. 


When the four ..powers signed 


the treaty with Austria May '15, 
occupation forces totaled 70,000. 
Of these, 10,000 were Americans. 
Their commander, Lt. Gen. Wil- 
liam H. Arnold, said their with- 
drawal would begin immediately

of their terms and notified the au- 
thorities in charge to carry out 
immediately the release procedure 
and to send them out of China."

carried as a routine item in its 
English-language broadcast. It 
gave no other details.

didn't follow the directions. 


I would say that most all of the 


first year girls who followed in- 
structions given in their project 
books received "A" ratings. 


We had stressed in our clothing 


schools last winter that hems on 
gathered skirts must be at least 
three inches wide to allow for the 
10 or 11 year olds growth and so 
that the skirt would hang better. 
It also makes them look more ex- 
pensive. 


Yet several girls had narrow 


hems which lowered their grades. 
Forty-seven "A" ratings. 27 "B" 
ratings, and only 10 "C" ratings 
were given.

Fewer second year girls re- 


ceive "A"s. When it came to the 
second year clothing projects, 
the girls judging them were just 
as critical as those who judged 
the first year projects. 
Second year girls can make 


simple cap sleeve blouses, gath- 
ered or gored skirts or simple 
sleeveless and collar-less dresses. 


Most of the forty-five girls chose 


to make simple dresses which 
proved to be more difficult than a 
skirt or blouse \vould have been. 
More new techniques had to be 
learned. 


Hems seemed to be one of the 


items critized most. 
They were 


either too narrow or they were not 
invisibly hemmed. 


Many of them had no waist 


stayline. Stayiing the waist seam 
was especially stressed this year. 
This prevents 'your dress from 
stretching 
at

waist 
and 


makes it fit and hang better be- 
cause the tension_ is on the stay 
instead of on the waist. 
Sixteen "A" ratings, twenty-four 


"B" and only 5 "C" ratings were 
given.

IR-NH) said today Republicans 
will fare better in the 1956 presi- 
dential campaign if they face the 
voters with a balanced 
budget 


than they would by cutting taxes. 


Bridges,, who heads the Senate 


Republican Policy Committee, and 
Sen. Byrd (D-Va), chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
expressed the view in separate 
interviews that the budget won't 
be balanced if there are any tax 
reductions. 


"As far as I am concerned." 


Bridges said, "I believe we will be 
much better off in the campaign 
if we balance the budget than if 
\ve try to cut taxes'. We can't do 
both."

Byrd, who didn't support Demo- 


cratic nominee Adlai B. Steven- 
son in 1952, said that if President 
Eisenhower wants to match fed- 
eral income and outgo he will have 
to oppose tax reductions. 


Eisenhower has said it may be 


possible to cut taxes as soon as 
budget balancing is in sight. .Dem- 
ocrats, who sponsored an unsuc- 
cessful effort to whittle individual 
income taxes in the expiring con- 
gressional 
session, already 
are 


working on plans to bring a tax 
reduction program before Con- 
gress early next year. 


Byrd 
estimated 
that 
budget 


balancing would be possible with 
a 2 per cent reduction in this 
year's government outlays—budg- 
eted at 62 billion dollars—if reve- 
nue continues to exceed estimates. 


He saidj that far from being 


opposed to tax reductions, .he 
would be strongly in favor of them 
*'so long as they are not made out 
of borrowed money." 


The 
administration 
supported 


most of the tax cuts aggregating 
some seven billion dollars annu- 
ally which took effect last yestr. 


Byrd said he thinks savings in 


expenditures can be made in sev- 
eral fields, particularly in foreign 
aid.

for use. 


Voluntary Plan

der the department's 
voluntary 


program. for placing the vaccine 
where it is most needed. Except 
for limited supplies -which moved 
into commercial c h a n n e l s last 
April, the vaccine is the first to go 
to private physicians. 


The National Foundation for In- 


fantile Paralysis has received al- 
most all the vaccine manufactured 
to date for use in its free immuni- 
zation of first and second-grade 
schoolchildren. It reported Satur- 
day its current needs have been 
met, although it said three million 
cubic centimeters more will be 
necessary to complete its program 
this fall.

The Doctor Says 


One Time Heart Villiaii 
Bows to Medical Progress 


By EDWIN P. JOKDAN, M.D. 


Mrs. W., wants to hear about 


subacute 
bacterial 
endocarditis, 


from which one of her relatives is 
suffering. This comparatively com- 
mon form of heart disease is one 
on which enormous progress has 
been made in recent years. 


It is a disorder in which the 


blood stream and valves of the 
heart are invaded by germs of 
the streptococcus family. These 
produce growth or vegetations on 
the heart valves which may break 
off and be carried by the blood to 
other parts of - th« body. 


It was formerly a fatal disease. 


but>now most of those who get it 
cair be successfully treated. 


.AJS A RULE, subacute bacterial 


endocarditis begins gradually. The 
patient may first show signs of 
easy tiring. There is loss of en- 
ergy and lack of pep. Later on 
there are likely to be chillv sen- 
sations, sweating and fever. Some- 
time muscle or joint pains and 
headache are present. T h e s e 
symptoms may appear alone or in 
various combinations. 


Gradual loss of weight, appetite 


and nausea often appear early. 
The victims are frequently pale, 
with the skin often 
showing 
a 


slightly yellow tinge. As the dis- 
ease progresses, other symptoms 
and complications appear. 


In the past, many 
treatments 


were tried, but almost 
always 


with 
disappointing 
results. 
At 


first, even the sulfa drugs and 


penicillin seemed disappointing. 


NOW, HOWEVKK, most patients 


who develop subacute bacterial 
endocarditis, 
(provided that the 


disease is diagnosed early) recov- 
er if they are given large enough 
doses of penicillin, perhaps with 
other preparations, 
over a long 


enough period of time. 


There, are still some problems: 


the streptococci causing the in- 
fection are not all alike; this is, 
there are different strains. Some 
of. these strains are more nensitive 
to the action of penicillin than 
others. Those which are resistant 
are much harder to eliminate from 
bie body. 


ALSO, IF the patient is treated 


at first without enough penicillin, 
the strain of streptococcus causing 
that particular infection may bc- 
com« resistant to penicillin and 
therefore less likely to respond 
to 
treatment. 
Combinations of 


penicillin with other germ at- 
tacking substances are used fre- 
quently. . 


It is a real triumph that a terri- 


ble disease like subacute bacterial 
endocarditis, about which physi- 
cians were once so helpless, now 
can be cured in most instances. 
The remaining difficulties are be- 
ing gradually mastered. 


It is tremendously important, of 


course, that diagnosis (which is 
not always easy) should be made' 
early. sinc« this also affects the 
outcome.

GENEVA—The English pr«»* gave large publicity to the opening 


of a pretentious theatrical "shrine" to William Shakespeare at Strat- 
ford. Coon., which has little but its name in common with Stratford- 
on-Avon. The keynote of the coverage was a sneer at the clumsy 
wistfulness of a. lot of luxurious Yankee oats. Whatever any Ameri- 
cans do in honor of Shakespeare is always taken by uncouth English 
writers and actors as a tribute by esthetic inferiors 
to ail contemporary Englishmen, especially them- 
selves. 


However, our press and theirs all missed the 


significance behind an incident of this gala. This 
was an invitation to the New York correspondent of 
the Soviet official paper, "Pravda" of Moscow, to 
attend this premiere. 


This invitation was arranged by the Bridgeport 


Herald, a weekly scandal sheet operated by one 
Leigh Danenberg. a man of obscure, not to say mys- 
terious antecedents. Danenberg is an associate of 
iv«tbn»k 


many years standing of Sam Carp, a Russian native but a naturalized 
American. Carp's sister is the wife of V. M. Molotov, the Soviet for- 
eign minister, an unregenerate survivor of the bloody-handed cabinet 
of mass-murderers which wrought al! the horrors from the massacre 
of the Russian Aristocracy and the planned famine of the late 20'i 
down to the Korean war in which Chinese robots under Soviet direc- 
tion slaughtered and tortured American young men. many' of whom 
are missing without a trace. Molotov was here in Geneva as the 
opposite number of John F. Dulles. 


Sam Carp went to Russia be- 


fore World War II to visit his sis- 
ter and, as he said in three ap- 
pearances before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American activities, 
"perhaps to make a dollar." He 
got a commission from his broth- 
er-in-law to buy war materials in 
the United States. 


His financial success in Con-

Child's Respect for Truth 
Is Based on His Trust in Us

Steve's bedtime is 9 p.m.

door As she opened it. there was

There are no overnight shifts at 


.he plants, located in East Moline 
and Moline, 111.; Des Moines, Du- 
buque, Waterloo, and Ottumwa, 
Iowa. The plants employ about 
12,500 production workers. 


Even as he announced he "as- 


sumed there will be no production" 
at the Deere plants until there is 
a settlement. Greathouse exprssed 
liope that an agreement would be 
reached when negotiations are re- 
sumed at 1 p.m. today. 


A Deere spokesman said Sunday 


that negotiations were stalled on 
'more than 300 issues" which he 
said would cost the company a 
dollar more an hour per worker? 
compared to the 20 cents an hour 
wage raise granted in the Ford 
Motor Co. settlement. 


The union has demanded a. sys- 


tem of layoff pay similar to that 
granted in the automotive indus- 
try. The company has said it has 
offered a proposal exceeding the 
Ford settlement, but the union said 
the offer did not meet needs of 
\vorkers locally. 


The proposal contains an incen- 


tive wage structure putting all pay 
rates in the Dubuque and Des 
Moines plants on a uniform.basis, 
a company spokesman said. Work- 
ers presently average $2.28 an 
hour.

3 Volcanoes 
Erupting 
In Chile 


VALDIV1A, Chile (.ft—Thre« vol- 


cano«s continued violent eruptions 
in southern Chile's lake district to- 
day, sending hundreds of weary 
and terrified persons fleeing from 
their homes. 


Pilots flying over the area 470 


miles south of Santiago reported 
a third volcano, Mt, Choshuenco, 
had joined Nilahue and Rinihue 
mountains in spewing ashes, white 
hot stones and poisonous gases 
over a wide area. 


Two persons have been reported 


dead since the eruption* began 
Tuesday. Thirty-four others, pre- 
viously feared asphyxiated by the 
poison fumes, were sighted in a 
forest alongside the Nilahue River. 
Army rescue patrols set out for 
them. 


Thirty-five p e r s o n s were be- 


lieved trapped without food in an- 
other area of heavy gas concen- 
tration. 


More than 400 persons were re- 


ported fleeing on foot, their ex- 
hausted children in their arms, 
through the mountains. The gases 
and hail of hot stones and ashes 
slowed their progress. 


The governor of Valdivia prov- 


ince, Alejandro Acuna Nunez, after 
a tour of the devastated region, de 
scribed 
the eruptions 
as "the 


greatest catastrophe of this type 
ever witnessed in Chile." He re.- 
ported ashes and lava had covered 
the fields over a large area, burn- 
ing crops and grazing ranges and 
killing thousands of cattle.
